Pieper said he 
drove his automobile within 70 
feet of Brock when the latter 
picked up the birds. . 
Federal Deputy Game Warden 
John P, Heller testified that he 


was on the runningboard of Pie- 
per’s car, peering over the hood 
when Brock shot the doves, tossed 
his hat on the ground and ran 
and picked up the birds. Heller said 
he also knew Brock, who, he said, 
fled through a corn field when the 
officers approached and _ arrested 
James Koehler of St. Charles.

Prosecutor Attacks J. P. Chase’s 
Statement He Did Not Know 
Men Killed Were U. S. Agents.

CHICAGO, March 25.—John Paul 
Chase, his left hand cupped to his

his trial for his part in the fight at

Measure to Senate; Would AIl- 
low Up to 20 Pct. More 
to Carriers. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 25.—The 


new permanent airmail bill putting 
_rate-making under the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and permit- 
ting a possible 50 per cent increase 


in charges was passed by the House 
today and sent to the Senate. 

The measure, by Chairman Mead 
of the Postoffice Committee, was 
drafted after White House confer- 
ences. The bill permits increasing 
the airmail system to 32,000 miles. 
Effective as of March 1, the Dill 
would permit carriers, once receiv- 
ing a contract by competitive bid- 
ding, to continue pending good per- 
formance, with 60-day termination 
privileges for both the I. C. C. and 
the contractor. 

Debate was opened with a state- 
ment by Representative Randolph 
(Dem.), West Virginia, that insuf- 
ficient payment was being made to 
mirmail carriers. He _ said _ only 


$10,000,000 was being paid this year. 


The turbulent developments of a 
year ago over cancellation of the 
old airmail contracts figured in de- 
bate. Mrs. Rogers (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, spoke in favor of the leg- 
islation, : but complained against 
“this fiasco” of last year and asked

Fortune Built on Snuti 


Estate of Pennsylvania Couple Now $17,000,- 
000—Litigation Over Two Wills Ex- 
pected to Last for Years. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 25.—An 


| estate of nearly $17,000,000, built 


from snuff, is the stake in litigation 
which will enter another round of 


argument tomorrow. 

Nearly 6000 persons from 21 coun- 
tries have laid claim to’a share 
of the fund left by Henrietta 
E. Garrett. The State of Penn- 
sylvania is one of the claimants. 
Walter Garrett, her husband, pre- 
deceased her, leaving a fortune of 
which she bequeathed only a frac- 
tional part. 

His will, not the widow’s, is the 
point of current controversy and 
before the claimants will get an op- 
portunity to prove relationship a 
legal interpretation of item 13 in 
the will is necessary. Months, 
perhaps years if there are appeals, 
will elapse before the books are 
finally closed. 

Left Estate of $6,000,000. 

Garrett died Feb. 17, 1895, leaving 
a will, made five years earlier, dis- 


posing of an estate which had 
grown from $3,000,000 to $6,000,000. 
Item 13 reads in part: 
“I give, devise and bequeath to 
my dear wife, Henrietta E. Gar- 


rett all the rest, residue 
and remainder of my estate, real 
and personal whatsoever and 


wheresoever situate, for her own 
absolute use and disposal. 

“And not having been blessed 
with any chifdren, I desire that at 
my death she shall make a will dis- 
posing of all her property so that 
she may know to whom it shall de- 
scend.” 

The estate continued to grow, 
and when Mrs. Garrett died in 
1930 it totaled $17,000,000. She left 
a note disposing of $62,000, but ap- 
parently failed to carry out her 
husband’s’_ instructions name 
beneficiaries of the rest.

Claimants on Mrs. Garrett’s side 
argue that his expressed “desire” 
was not mandatory, but gave her an 
absolute and not merely a life in- 
terest in the estate. That being the 
case, they say Mrs. Garrett was 
vested with the entire estate. 

The commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania is a third party to the pro- 
ceedings, contending that his will 
placed absolute control of the for- 
tune in Mrs. Garrett’s hands. It 
avers, too, that most, if not all, of 
the claimants on her side have no

Tenant Farmers and Acreage Contracts. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N a letter from Frank McClelland re- 
Tate published by you, in a lengthy 
discussion of the influence of the econ- 
omic theories of Veblen on the policies 
of the present national administration, 
the following passage occurs: “You may 
be sure the share-cropper does not bene- 
fit bv the reduction.of acreage.” This is 
an example of the misinformation which 
is disseminated, on the one hand, by re- 
actionaries who attempt to condemn the 
Government’s program in the eyes of the 
people with such epithets as “regimen- 
tation” and, on the other hand, by certain 
radical groups which apparently can be 
satisfied with nothing less than the col- 
lectivist farms which are being so suc- 
cessfully operated in the Soviet Repub- 
lics. 

The Federal Agricultural Adjustment 
Act of May 12, 1933, as amended, pro- 
vides that all tenant farmers, renting on 
shares, may become members of their lo 
cal corn-hog association. (1 use the corn- 
hog association for the sake of illustra- 
tion—the same general principle applies 
to the other production associations). 
Having become members, the act further 
provides that the benefit payments under 
the reduction program shall be made to 
the landlord and to the tenant in the 
same proportion as. their respective 
shares of. the crop. Section 12 of Part 
III of the standard corn-hog contract, 
which all landlords and tenants claiming | 
the benefits of the production program | 
must sign, reads as follows: “The under- 
signed represent that all owners” and 
operators of the land covered by this 
contract who are entitled to a share of 
the corn or hog payment are included 
herein, and represent and agree that no | 
device has been or will be adopted to de- 
prive tenants or croppers in 1935 from 
receiving that share of the payments here- 
under which they would have been en- | 
titled to receive under lease, tenure or, 
agreement under which the same farm- 
ing unit was operated in 1934, or to de- 
feat the purposes of this contract.” 

Paragraph 1, Section A, of Ruling III | 
of the Secretary of Agriculture, relating 
to the corn-hog contracts, reads as fol- 
lows: “If all the land covered by con- 
tract is rented in 1935 by the producer | 
from one landlord on a crop-share lease, 
or if all of the farming unit is rented 
by the producer from one landlord on a 
crop-share lease which provides for cash 
rent for land in the farming unit for spe- 
cific use as pasture or for the production 
of hay, the corn payment shall be divided 
between the landlord and the producer 
on the same percentage basis as the divi- 
sion of the corn crop or proceeds thereof 
between the producer or landlord under | 
such 1935 lease. . provided, however, 
the landlord shall not receive a percent- 
age of the corn payment greater than 
he would have ben entitled to receive 
under the 1934 lease or tenure for such 
land or farming unit.... and the county 
allotment. committee shall not recom- 
mend for acceptance by the Secretary 
any contract where... changes have oc- 
curred, unless the committee is satisfied 
that the change was not for the purpose 
of depriving the tenant(s) of payments 
or any part thereof under the contract. If 
the land covered by a contract was rent- 
ed for cash in 1934 or was not under lease 
in that year, the landlord shall not re- 
ceive more than 50 per cent of the corn 
payment under the contract, except as 
ctherwise approved by the county allot- 
ment committee in accordance with the 
above.” 

A study of the above by anyone who de- 
sires to be informed will disclose the 
error of Mr. McClelland’s statement more 
clearly than could any polemic of mine. 
Eighty per cent of the corn acreage in 
my county, Chariton, is under contract. A 
large number of the producers occupying 
this acreage are tenants. They have all 
received their proportionate share of 
benefit payments made under rulings sim- 
jlar to those above, and after a year of 
widespread drouth, I imagine none of 
them would exchange the benefits which 
they have enjoyed for an entire set of 
Veblen, bound in red leather.

Statistical study bears out this point: 

In 611 cases of homicide investigated by us, 
86 persons had been killed by officers of the law 
while resisting arrest or while engaged in com- 
mitting a crime, 54 assailants committed suicide 
and 13 died before arraignment. This left 458 
assailants answerable to the law. 

Of these, 18 per cent had not been apprehend- 
ed one year after the act, 108 were released for 
lack of evidence, eight were declared insane and 
258, or 56 per cent, were actually brought to trial; 
one-quarter of these were acquitted and nine 
cases were pending 12 months after the slaying. 

Only 43 per cent of the 458 who should have 
been prosecuted were actually declared guilty, 
eight were sentenced to death and 170 to prison 
for terms of varying length and nine were re- 
leased either with suspended sentences or upon 
payment of a fine.

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LAST CHANCE FOR LACLEDE. 


The report of the aldermanic committee which 
has been investigating the gas situation in St. Louis 
plainly serves notice upon the Laclede Gas Light 
Co., which enjoys a gas monopoly in the city. La- 
clede can, if it will, give the people cheap gas. It 
can do so by becoming what it was before the Munroe 
and Clarke outfits exploited it—a corporation seek- 
ing a fair profit from public service. 

The committee gives the following as the principal 
causes of the high cost of distributing gas in St. 


Louis: 

Over-capitalization of the Laclede company; in- 
tercorporate transactions affecting its purchase 
of coal, engineering and management, and vari- 
ous and sundry interfamily transactions; man- 
agement of the company by a foreign utility hold- 
ing company which seems to lack the proper 
understanding of local conditions and needs, and 
which seems unwilling to co-operate with the pub- 
lic in establishing rates which will tend to pro- 
mote a greater volume of sales and thus enable 
the company to reduce the unit cost of produc-, 
tion and distribution. 


If Laclede is unwilling to take the steps necessary 


| to give St. Louis cheap gas, the committee recom- | 


mends a municipal system. There is nothing new 


| about Laclede’s opportunity. We have called atten- 
| tion to it time and again. We have said that if it 
| would give the people cheap gas, it could continue to 
| enjoy its monopoly without great objection oan the

America’s Interest in 


HE European situation is not merely a 
drama of which we are the interested 
but detached spectators. It is already 
an important effect over here, and 
at any time touch the vita) inter- 
ests of America. Although the whole posi- 
tion is obscure, complicated and explosive, 
it is not too early to begin to define the is- 
sues as they affect American interests. [I 
realize that any such attempt is likely to 
give an oOver-simplified picture. Yet in ex- 
amining any problem, if one to think 
about it at all, there must be a working 
hypothesis, however tentative. 

There are, it seems to me, two concur- 
rent but interrelated crises in Europe to- 
day, which can be identified roughly as the 
crisis of deflation and the crisis of mili- 
tarism. They accentuate each other in more 
ways than it is possible to describe. 

For our present purposes, it will be suf- 
ficient to note that the latest figures show 
that in December, world trade was in value 
at its low point for the whole depression. 
The effect of this is to intensify the com- 
petition among nations for their share of a 
shrinking volume of trade and to intensify 
the competition of classes within the nations 
for their share of a greatly reduced national 
income. In some measure, most of the great 
Powers have succeeded by developing their 
home markets and, by expenditures on pub- 
lic works and armaments, in finding some 
compensation for the world trade they have 
lost. 

But in all nations, this is wholly inade- 
quate, and in all nations, therefore, the in- 
ternal pressure which threatens radical re- 
form or revolution and the external pres- 
sure which threatens war have been increas- 
ing. In the three great Powers where the 
pressure is most severe, in Japan, Italy and 
Germany, it has already produced the Man- 
churian adventure, the Abyssinian adven- 
ture and the Nazi rearmament, with its guns 
pointed toward Eastern Europe. 

* *. ~ 

It may be said, I think, that America is 
affected at the following points: First, since 
we are attached to an international gold 
price level, the world deflation now in prog- 
ress, and the greater one which is threat- 
ened, must tend to deflate us. Second. the 
crisis of militarism in Europe may produce 
& war in which neutrality will be as diffi- 
cult as it was in the last war unless we are 
far better prepared to preserve it than we 
were in 1917. Third, the rearmament of 
Germany means that Russia and Great 
Britain must now concentrate all their ener- 
gies in Europe, and therefore, as respects 
Japan, we are alone. 

These would appear to be the three most 
immediately important consequences of the 
crisis as it affects the United States. They 
call for the formulation of three major 
policies dealing with international mone- 
tary matters, with preparation for neutral- 
ity and with Japanese-American relations, 

A monetary policy which would produce 
Stabilization and thus end the deflation is 
a matter of reaching an understanding with 
Great Britain. The strength of the British 
position in rejecting stabilization at this 
time rests upon the size and the power of the 
sterling bloc, the experience of London in 
international finance and the political de- 
pendence of France upon Britain, owing to 
the menace of Germany. 

The weakness of the American position 
lies in the fact that, though we have great

assets, they are at the moment politically 
unrealizable. But if Congress would con- 
sent, we could offer Great Britain and 
France enormous advantages in return for 
a currency agreement. We have a stab- 
ilization fund which could be used in co- 
operation with the British fund to support 
and maintain the agreement. We could set- 
tle the war debts. By settling the war debts, 
the embargo on the American capital mar- 
ket would be lifted, and in certain eventual- 
ities, that might prove to be a matter of life 
and death to Britain and France. 

From our point of view and from theirs, it 
is costly and dangerous’ to have the world 
deflation continue. From our point of view, 
it would be absurd to let deflation continue 
in order to collect debts that cannot be col- 
lected as they stand. From their point of 
view, it is lunacy not to make a substantial 
investment by paying a respectable sum to 
lift the financial blockade. 

* . . 

A neutrality policy has two main require- 
ments: One is to possess sufficient mili- 
tary strength to make it impossible for bel- 
ligerents to ignore the neutral; the other is 
to recognize clearly the difficulties of neu- 
trality, to have appropriate legislation en- 
acted or at least drafted, to have plans 
drawn carefully for all developments that 
can be foreseen, 

Experience has shown that the mainte- 
nance of neutrality is not a mere matter of 
doing nothing. American commerce and 
American citizens range the world. and their 
interests would be threatened in all the 
zones of war. A successful neutrality pol- 
icy requires clear decisions as to which of 
these many interests are to be defended and 
by what means. 

As to Japanese-American relations, it is 
necessary to be frank as well as firm. To 
be firm is to stand on the proposition that 
the American navy must be superior to the 
Japanese in the ratio of 5 to 3. The Japan- 
ese face one ocean. We face two oceans, and 
in a heavily armed world that does not give 
us the power to attack Japan in the sphere 
of her influence, even if we had any such 
purpose. 

To be frank is to recognize that the weak- 
ness of China and the enforced withdrawal 
of Russia and Great Britain from an active 
position in China and Eastern Asia make 
it impossible for us to assume the burden 
of solitary opposition to Japanese im perial- 
ism in the Asiatic mainland. Our tradition- 
al policy has been based upon the idea of 
collective action in the Far East. There is 
no prospect of collective action in the Far 
East today, and we have to adapt our policy 
to the altered facts.

It may not be inappropriate to suggest 
that the successful] formulation and execu- 
tion of these three policies require the best 
energies of the Government at Washington 
and something like unified patriotic sup- 
port from the people. All these rows which 
Occupy sO much of our attention—Huey 
Long and Father Coughlin and Gen. John- 
son, the A. F. of L. and Mr. Richberg, the 
American Legion and the taxpayers, the 
electric utilities and the progressives—are 
as compared with these great matters af- 
fecting our most vital intérests, just chick- 
en feed.

He Was First American to 
Shoot Down German Plane.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Sen-|§ 
ator Bennett Clark of Missouri has! 
asked the War Department to veri-| 
fy the records of Stephen W., 
Thompson, former Missourian, who, 
says he is the first person wearing. 
an American uniform to bring 
down a German plane during the 
World War. 

According to Thompson's claim, 
he shot down a German airplane on 
a day bombing raid over Saar- 
brucken, Feb. 5, 1918. Because the 
plane fell far behind the German 
lines, there were no official wit-, 
nesses and the victory was there-| 
fore not credited to him, Thompson 
asserts, The second airplane de- 
stroyed in the World War by an 
American —he says was shot down 
behind the American lines more 
than two months later, and now 
stands as the first officially cred-! 
ited victory in the War Depart- 
ment records. 

Thompson, who formerly lived at 
West Plains. Mo., and now resides 
at Dayton, O., has been very active 
in pressing his claim, appealing to 
the University of Missouri, which 
he attended, to aid him in estab- 
lishing it At the last session of 
Congress a bill was introduced to 
give Thompson credit for shooting 
down the first plane but it was dis- 
approved by the War Department 
and therefore was not passed. 

The War Department is opposed 
to establishing such “firsts,” ac- 
cording to Clark, but he is hope- 
ful that new evidence presented by 
Thompson will persuade officials 
to make an exception in this. in- 
gtance. Thompson has obtained 
from Maj. Otto Wagner of the 
historical’ section of the Germany 
Army War College, verification of 
the fact that a Lieut. Vetter was 
shot down and his Albatross plane 
destroyed on Feb. 5, 1918, .at Saar- 
brucken. This was obtained from 
the war diary of Combat: Squadron 
No. 3 on file in the German =éar- 
chives at Potsdam. The entry for 
the date in question tells of the 
ascent of the squadron to meet a 
French air attack.

PASTOR STARTS Fil 


Takes Vote of Congregation 
and Says He Expects to 
Go to Jefferson City. 


The Rev. Dr. C Oscar Johnson, 
pastor of Third Baptist Church, 
Grand and Washington boulevards, 
who is chairman of a Church Fed- 


eration Committee against race 
track gambling, took a vote of his 
congregation of 1500 last night on 
the racing measures which have 
passed the State Senate and House. 
The congregation was unanimous in 
disapproving the bills. 

Dr. Johnson said today that he 
and the committee probably would 
go to Jefferson City when the two 
measures, the Wisdom bill passed 
by the Senate, and the Hess bill 
adopted by the House, come before 
a conference committee. The Wis- 
dom bill would legalize pari-mutuel 
or certificate betting on horse rac- 
ing. The Hess bill would permit al- 
so dog race betting in the St. Louis 
area. Both bills provide for revenue 
for the State, to be allotted to agri- 
culture and education. 

In a pulpit talk last night, Dr. 
Johnson said he had lately visited | 
thode Island, and had inquired as 
to the effect of similar legislation 
there. “Business men in Provi- 
dence,” he said, ‘told me their busi- 
ness was almost at a standstill 
while the race track was operating. 
Their customers were spending too 
much of their money at the tracks, 
and were not buying clothing, shoes 
and furniture, and this effect con- 
tinued for some time after the rac- 
ing season ended. 

“Hotels, saloons, rooming houses 
and restaurants were the only lines 
of business which were benefited. 
The promises of the race track pro- 
moters that employment would be 
increased, many visitors attracted, 
and large revenue -provided, were 
only partly fulfilled.

Theodora Ogurek and possibly the 
man she married in prison will 
be returned to Germany in ex- 
change for Sosnowski, who was con- 
demned to life imprisonment in the 
Reich. The newlyweds, now in sep- 
arate prisons, would be reunited. 
Miss Ogurek was born in Polish 
Silesia when that province was part 
of Germany. Her family, Polish in 
origin, was Germanized for genera- 
tions, and her father was an offi- 
cer in the German army.

So keenly did she resent the fact 
_ that eastern provinces were sliced 
from Germany under the Versailles 
| Treaty that she volunteered to spy 
| for the country she regards as her

SECURITIES COMMISSION 
TO LIST STOCK SWINDLERS 


Will Set Up Seven Regional Offices 
to Aid in Keeping of 
Records. 
WASHINGTON, March 25. — The 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion expects to have a record in 
Washington soon or every known 
stock swindler in the United States. 
“By a system of cross-filing and 
by working with state commis- 
sions,” Joseph P. Kennedy, chair- 
man of the commission, said yester- 


day, “we hope to have complete 


data on every known gyp operator 
and to learn about new ones as 
quickly as they spring up. 

“Through newspapers and radio 
in regions covered by our offices, 
we shall inform the public of stock 
fraud devices being used, and how 
to watch out for particular schemes 
and individuals.” 

The commission is setting up 
seven regional offices. 

“Their job,” said Kennedy, “is to 
watch the stock markets in their 
regions for signs of manipulation; 
to check on securities that should 
be but are not registered with the 
commission, to investigate com- 
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plaints, and to look around for 
fraud on their own hook.” 


Missing Writer Held by Nazis. 


BERNE, Switzerland, March 25. 
—The German foreign office in- 
formed the Swiss Government to- 
day that Bethold Jacob, German 
journalist, who disappeared from 
Basel March 9, had been arrested 
on German soil and jailed. (Jacob 
is known in Switzerland as an anti- 
Nazi, and a refugee from Germany. 
He is credited with having predict- 
ed last October that Germany would 
restore compulsory military train- 
ing.)
